Reason for Allowance 

3. The prior art made of record does not teach or fairly suggest receiving a 
database change command to alter the structure of a target database; determining one 
or more portions of the target database that will be affected by the change command; 
creating one or more shadow portions of the determined one or more portions; changing 
the one or more shadow portions in accordance with the change command; executing 
the change command against the target database; and swapping the one or more 
shadow portions for the determined one or more portions, wherein the act of creating 
and changing occur before the act of executing and further wherein said database 
update method does not cause a user outage.
